1 . Claims 26-44 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The closest prior art Massiot, P. et al {Changes 
in cell-wall polysaccharides ofambarella fruit during juice extraction and clarification, 
Sciences des Aliments, Vol. 11 No. 3 pgs 477-89 (1991 )) discusses analyzing samples 
of polysaccharide by following a cold water extraction with hot acid then neutralizing the 
acid extract, but the prior art does not teach or suggest following those steps with 
alcohol to make an alcohol precipitate then analyzing that solution to reveal a 
carbohydrate multimer pattern.
